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Continent sailing up the Channel to be loaded with cargoes of 
grain. During recent years a considerable revival of shipping 
has taken place, 1962 showed an increase of 50% on previous 
years. A number of small fishing craft operate from the 
harbour. Despite its old-world tradition, the Town has a 
good record for modern development ; but it is still dominated 
by its beautiful Church. 


In the centre of the Town the Buttlands, held by the 
Council as a public pleasure ground and open space for the 
enjoyment of “ the inhabitants of the Township of Wells-next- 
the-Sea and of the neighbourhood thereof and of the public 
generally.’’

...TO THE BEACH 


Beach Road runs from the Quay to the Beach. To the 
West of the road is an immense stretch of fresh marshes ; 
those immediately adjoining the roadway being under the 
control of the Local Authority. 


Situated at the Town end of the road are the Playing 
Fields and the Children’s Playground. Here the child, who 
has tired of the beach, can work off his surplus energy on the 
swings, slide and roundabouts. The Town Cricket Club and 
the Football Club have their pitches here and weekend cricket 
is a feature during the Summer. 


For those who prefer a holiday under canvas, a Camping 
Site is situated at the beach end of the road. Enquiries and 
applications should be sent to the Manager’s Office, where 
they will receive prompt attention. 


THE CARAVAN SITE 


On the western side of Beach Road at its seaward end is 
a large public Car Park and a splendid Caravan Site. Here, 
in addition to piped water and modern toilet facilities, there 
is a large shop at which all necessities Gan be purchased, 
whilst tradesmen deliver milk, bread and other commodities 
direct to the caravans throughout the season. There is a 
frequent ’bus service from the end of Beach Road to the Quay 
so that shopping in the town itself is made easy. 


The Caravan Site is close beside the delightful sand hills 
with their many pine trees, so holiday-makers staying in the 
caravans have only a few yards to go over the low hills to the 
beach.

House, housing a quite up-to-date lifeboat, which is manned 
by the local fishermen. Mr. David Cox is the coxswain.

The badges shown above can only be worn by trained 
and qualified members of a LIFE-GUARD Club which has been 
recognised by the ROYAL Lire-SAVING SOCIETY. 


Since August, 1966, when the Wells LiFE-GuaRD Club 
started to patrol the beach and channel area at Wells, regular 
week end patrols have been made by fully trained LirE-GUARD 
teams. These patrols will continue during this season and it is 
hoped not only at week ends but at other times when required. 


When our beach at Wells is approached from Beach 
Road and the car park and you walk towards the new 
Coastguard look-out post and Lifeboat house, the blue flag 
of the ROYAL LIFE-SAVING SocirTy will be flying whenever 
teams are in attendance on the beach. For the safety of the 
holidaymaker the LiFE-GUARDS will place coloured flags (or 
discs) along the extent of the beach at intervals, it is within 
these marked areas that the patrols are operating. Claxon 
warning horns are placed at intervals along the beach, if you 
see anyone in difficulties get someone to sound the horn 
whilst you keep watch until help arrives.

If you organise any Aquatic events at Wells why not 
advise the local L1rE-GUARD Club Secretary (Mr. F. A. Smith, 
9 Northfield Waye, Wells-next-the-Sea) who will give advice 
and the services of trained rescue teams, free of charge, to 
ensure the safety of your event. 


WELLS-NEXT-THE-SEA has the only LirFE-GuARD Club of 
this kind along the whole of the Norfolk coastline. The Club 
members give their services free to ensure you have a safe 
visit to Wells and come again. 


A REQUEST 


Protection means much to Wells, and the sandhills are 
serving a vital purpose. They are perhaps the most important 
defence in the constant battle against the encroachment of the 
sea at peak tidal periods in spring and autumn. A breach in 
these hills could mean serious damage to beach properties 
and the fresh marshes beyond. So all who would enjoy the 
pleasantries of the beach and pinewood amenities are asked 
to assist the work of reclamation and protection by helping 
to preserve the sandhills. For this reason, wooden steps and 
ramps have been provided at convenient points as a means of 
access to the beach and it is hoped that all will use these and 
thus help to preserve that natural beauty which has made 
Wells the holiday “* must ”’ for thousands each year.

Cockle gathering is more or less an industry in Wells, and 
it is almost impossible to reckon how many people visit the 
town each year for this purpose. The cockles are of the finest 
quality obtainable anywhere and can be gathered when the 
tide is low. 


Angling is a popular pastime, particularly for tope and 
mackerel, while sandlings and flounders provide good sport in 
the harbour. 


Tennis courts and bowling greens are also available for 
the use of visitors. 


PLACES OF WORSHIP 


St. Nicholas’ Church. The old Church was almost 
destroyed by fire caused by lightning, on August 3rd, 1879, 
but was restored as nearly as possible identical to the previous 
structure with 600 sittings, and re-opened in 1883. Times of 
Sunday services are—Holy Communion 8 a.m., Matins 11.15 
a.m., Evensong 6.30 p.m. 


Opposite the Church is the Church Room, which will seat 
300 and is used for social functions in addition to Church 
activities. 


The Roman Catholic Church, on the Buttlands, was 
opened in 1928 and is dedicated to Our Lady Star of the Sea. 
The exterior is a modernised version of the sixteenth century 
architecture. Mass is at 9 a.m. on each Sunday. 


The Congregational Church stands at the north end of 
the Buttlands. Erected in 1816, it seats 500 persons. A 
Sunday School hall was added in 1891. Sunday services are 
at 11 a.m. and 6.30 p.m. 


The Methodist Church is in Theatre Road and seats 300 
persons. It was built in 1891. Sunday services are at 11 
a.m. and 6.30 p.m. 


The Friends’ Meeting House is in Church Street. 
Erected in 1783, it was enlarged to seat 200 persons a hundred 
years later. Men’s Adult School is on Sundays at 9.30 a.m. 
and Evening Fellowship at 6.30 p.m.

NEARBY PLACES OF INTEREST 


For the visitor who likes exploring the surrounding 
countryside of his chosen holiday resort, the County of 
Norfolk has much to offer of interest. The following places 
within easy reach of Wells are well worth a visit, but the 
visitor who wishes to travel further afield will find the 
extremely varied scenery with the expanses of unspoilt 
countryside offer unique opportunities to the naturalist and 
ornithologist and those interested in archaeology and 
antiquarian pursuits. 


Two miles from Wells is stately Holkham Hall, seat of 
the Earl of Leicester. It is set in the midst of a beautiful and 
well-wooded deer park and was built in the 18th century by 
the great agriculturist, Thomas William Coke, the first Earl. 
The Hall, one of the finest works of William Kent, has a 
frontage of approximately 350 feet with a Corinthian portico 
on the south side. There is a magnificent collection of 
sculpture and pictures by many famous artists. The library 
contains one of the greatest private collections of books and 
manuscripts in the country. The State Apartments and 
Terraces are open to the public during the summer months. 


The seven Burnhams are well worth a visit. At Burnham 
Thorpe, Nelson’s birthplace (his father was rector for 46 
years) the Church contains a cross and oak lectern made from 
the timbers of the “‘ Victory.””, The Church at Burnham 
Deepdale contains an early Norman font which has carvings 
including the story of the year, month by month. Burnham 
Market, the chief of the seven, is built around what might be 
described as its ‘ village green.’ Here, again, the Church is 
well worth a visit. 


Five miles from Wells is the village of Walsingham. 
Here is the Anglo-Catholic Shrine of *‘ Our Lady of Walsing- 
ham” and at Houghton-in-the-Dale (about a mile out of 
Walsingham) is the Roman Catholic Slipper Chapel. 


Part of the remains of Binham Priory, five miles south- 
east of Wells, is still in use as the Parish Church, and is a 
fine example of Norman architecture. The ruined portions 
of the Church and Conventual Buildings are in the care of the 
Ministry of Works.

A few miles further south is East Barsham Manor, a fine 
example of Tudor architecture, displaying on. the gatehouse 
the Royal Arms. 


For the ornithologist, there are two famous bird 
sanctuaries : Blakeney Point, a National Trust bird sanctuary 
(access by boat from Morston, a neighbouring village to 
Blakeney) and Scolt Head Island sanctuary off Brancaster 
Staithe. 


The Royal House at Sandringham is a Norfolk attraction, 
the grounds being open to the public on certain days during 
the summer months when the Royal Family is not in residence. 


WELLS REGATTA AND CARNIVAL 


This year the Wells Regatta and Carnival will cover four 
days from Thursday, August 3rd to Sunday, August 6th. 


But first of all there is the Carnival Queen Dance which 
will be held on Thursday, July 20th, at this the Queen will be 
chosen. On Thursday, August 3rd, she will be crowned at 
the Fair before performing the opening ceremony, to be 
followed by a Barbecue. 


On Friday, August 4th, the Sailing and Rowing events 
will be held at the Quay. 


Saturday, August Sth, the Carnival Parade at 2-30 pm. 
on the Buttlands. Led by a Band and the Queen’s Float, the 
Parade will go in procession round the town. Sailing and 
Swimming Races follow at the Quay. The day concludes 
with a Dance attended by two Bands. 


The Regatta ends on Sunday, August 6th, with Sailing 
and Hydroplane Racing. 


To help the Carnival and Regatta Funds other events 
are arranged from time to time in the year. The biggest of 
these is the Draw which commenced in February. 


Fuller details will be given on posters, etc.
